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REMOVAL OF STAINS.

and materials falls to the lot of every 

housewife from time to time, and it 
is well to keep various remedies at hand 
for the purpose, as immediate treatment is 
best. 

The stains generally found on table linen 
are fruit, tea, coffee, and grease stains, The 
first three can generally be removed, when 
fresh, by stretching the stained part over a 
bow] and pouring boiling water on to it, 
holding the kettle high above the bow! so 
that the water falls with force. Fresh grease 
stains should yield to a rub with soap followed 
by a rinse in hot water. 

Where, however, the stains do not disap- 
pear with simple "treatment a special stain 
remover should be used. An excellent general 
stain remover for use on cotton and linen 
fabrics only can be made as follows :—Put 
one pound of washing soda into an enamel 
bow] and add a quart of boiling water. 
Put half a pound of chloride of lime into 
another enamel bowl, and add to it two 
quarts of cold water. Stir this mixture and 
allow it to stand for several hours, then 
pour the clear liquid into the soda solution, 
taking care that none of the undissolved 
lime falls in too. Bottle this mixture and 
label it Javelle water, and keep in a dark 
place. To use, it should be diluted with 
an equal quantity of hot water. Put some 
in a bowl and allow the stained material 
to soak in the solution for a few minutes, 
after which the stain should have entirely 
disappeared. After this the fabric must be 
rinsed thoroughly in several waters. This 
is most important in order to preserve the 
material, Javelle water must not be used 
for woollen and silk materials as it will 
actually burn the fibre—but for all cotton 
goods it-is invaluable. 

For woollen and silk goods the best stain 
remover is weak oxalic acid—made by dis- 
solving one ounce of oxalic acid in a gallon 
of water—smaller quantities may be made 

up in the same proportions. 

Peroxide of hydrogen is also an excellent 
medium for removing various stains—particu- 
wx á pers Mata stains, [t can be obtained 
in the right strength for this purpose. 

Ink stains, if quite fresh, can often be 
removed by soaking in boiled milk, but if 
this is not enough, salt should be s read on 
the stain which should then be há d with 
a cut lemon. If it, is still obstinate, salts 
of lemon must be used; but the simple 
remedies should always be tried first.

VEAL STEW. 

Two or three pounds of breast of veal, 
three onions, seasoning to taste, and one 
quart of water.

A teaspoonful of cold water added to 
the batter will enaure the lightness of a 
Yorkshire pudding. 

No difficulty whatever will be ex- 
perienced im turning out a jelly if the 
mould is steeped well in cold water be- 
fore the jelly tis put in, and the mould 
plunged into hot water jor a second 
before turning out. 

When wares cream it is a good plan 
to add a little gelatine which has been 
dissolved in two teaspoonfuls of water; 
it will then stand firm for hours. 

To keep potatoes a good colour add a 
few drops of lemon juice to the water 
in which they stand after being peeled. 

Cruet bottles which are stained inside 
with sauce or vinegar are best cleaned in 
the following way :—Crush up a few 
cinders and put the powder into the 
botile with a little water, shake well, 
and the stains will vanish. 


A TASTY DISH FOR SUPPER. 

Slice some potatoes. Make a pint of 
thick white sauce, and stir in four ounces 
of grated cheese. Season with salt and 
pepper. Arrange in a dish a border of 
toasted bread, then a layer of potatoes, 
over which pour some sauce. Repeat 
until full. ii the whole with sauce, 
and sprinkle with grated cheese.

MANY CLAIMS IN MONAGHAN 
CASE. 
At the Monaghan Courthouse on Saturday 


several claims for malicious injury arising out 
of a dispute in connection with the Gola 
estate in Scotstown, which was purchased 
some years ago by the Rev. Philip Mulligan, 
P.P., and distributed amongst the tenants, 
were heard. 

Mr. J. J. Keenan, solicitor, appeared for 
the applicants. Mr. J. P. Hamill, State 
Solicitor, Dundalk, represented the authori- 
ties. . 
The evidence of John Murray, who was 
awarded £25, was that, because he was one 
of the purchasers of the Gola estate, his cattle 
were driven along the roads on numerous 
occasions between June, 1922, and October, 
1922. On one occasion he was chased from 
the farm himself. The men auctioned his 
hay, selecting an auctioneer from among the 
crowd. He also gave evidence of having 
being kidnapped, but this claim was ruled 
out 


Patrick Shiel was given a decree for £5 in 
consequence of his cattle having been driven 
from the Gola estate. 

James Murray was given a decree for £100 
for malicious injury to crops and stock on the 
Gola estate. He gave evidence as to a crowd 
assembling at his house, breaking in and de- 
stroying the furniture and other things. The 
military were aware of what was going on. — 

The next claim was one by the Rev. Philip 
Mulligan, P.P., for £359 for malicious injury 
to Gola Mansion and lands in his possession. 

The evidence of the engineer who valued 
the destruction having been taken, his Honour 
aid that this was a case that would require 
a great deal of time, and he would not be 
doing justice to either party by rushing it 
now.

“<A number of these people have been 
taken from the Labour Exchange, where the 
were drawing the unemployment benefit, and, 
instead of being a charge on the unemploy- 
ment furtd, they are now contributing to 
their less fortunate brethten who are still un- 
employed and are forced to draw from the 
fund. It is obvious that the homes of these 
500 employés are more prosperous than they 
were, say, six months ago. The local 
authorities and the iy Cé” will benefit 
from the rates which will be assessed on these 
factories. The employés, out of their earn- 
ings, will also contribute to the State through 
the purchase of tea, sugar, tobacco and other 
taxable commodities. In the near future these 
factories will help the finances of the State 
through the payment of income tax, hitherto 
paid elsewhere. . t 

“The Fiscal Committee evidently, from 
‘paragraph 126 on page 58 of the report, 
think legislation should be such as to prevent 
firms from abroad establishing factories in An 


Saorstat, or, in other words, that we would be | 


better off if the tobacco factories were not 
established in An Saorstat, and that we still 
imported 80 per cent. of our manufactured 
tobacco and manufactured only 20 per cent., 
with the consequent less employment to our 
people. We are aware the general public will 
not support this View. The general body of 
Irish manufacturers are not so lacking in 
intélligence as to believe that with tariffs they 
will have no competition. They only ask that 
at least their competitors will be subjected to 
the same conditions as they have to face them- 
selves, and this Federation has no synipathy 
with manufacturers who claim assistance or 
advantages which are not open to any firm or 
industry which is prepared to invest capital 
and carry on manufacturing industry in An 
Saorstat. 

‘The whole tenour of the report is to 
minimise the magnitude of the industries 
which are in favour of proteetion. To dis- 
prove this we may mention the sweet and con- 
fectionety trade alone guaranteed in their 
evidence, if reasonable safeguards were given 
to them, they could in the very near fiture 
employ 6,000 additional hands in the produc- 
tion of sweets and confectionery. We further 
say that the State has a duty to all its people 
1 gg grade of individual interests) to legis- 
ate in such a way as to induce permanent 
industrial employment for the piople dod not 
more emergency work or paliatives. It would 
not appeet at first réading that the report 
was got out to help in this direction.” 

FOREIGN GOODS AT CORK. 

Arising out of the discussion of the above, 
it transpired that, owing to the dumping and 
aes yn ns importation of foreign mafiufac- 
tur goods through the Port of Cork, the 
following mills and factories were partially 
closed down—the local boot factory (260 
workers disemployed) and the margarine 
factories of Cork and Waterford (150 workers 
disemployed). The Secretary pointed out that 
for the year ending July, 1922, the import of 
boots and shoes through the Port of Cork 


729 tons of boots and shoes were imported. 
In the case of mafgatine, 11 tons were im- 
ported into Cork for the year ending Jaly, 
1922, whilst for the following yeat 95 tons 
were imported. 

_The imposition of a tariff on the importa- 
tion of boots and shoes, the Secretary pro- 
ceeded, was a matter of national importance, 
All countries, except England and America, 
imposed tariffs on imported leather wate. For 
example, Australia, with 532 factories, em- 
ploys 18,000 workers, annually pays £2,233,000 
in wages, and uses £6,631,C00 worth of raw 
material. Australia has been helped to build 
up this important industry by the imposition 
of a duty of 35 Far cent, ad valorem on all 
foreign boots and shoes impyurted. Should a 
similar tariff be imposed on all foreign boots 
entering Irish matkets £6,000,000 worth of 
boots and shoes would then be manufactured 
in Ireland for home consumption. 

The value of the boots and shoes at present 
made in Ireland in four factories is about 
£250,000. The four factories employ only 500 
workers, The import of cheap and inferior 
boots from Britain and other sources abroad 
is at present sériously crippling the Irish 
industry, These boots are made from inferior 
material; and the fact that this is so is recorded 
in various repofts of the leather markets. 
The Irish manufactuter could tot possibly 
use inferior materials, as stich use would ruin 
his reputation for high quality goods, 

In England and America the practice has 
been for all boot manufacturers to congregate 
in a common centre convenient to leather and 
machinery suppliets. ‘I'he result is that each 
manufacturer can. run hie business with a 
smal] stock and purchase leather at the 
ere: Fe ally cannes at pre- 
son practica ndent on. forei 
leather, which they darchaase largel trom 
America, France, and England. In the case 
of Americas and Continerital suppliers ptir- 
chases of léather cán only rn through 
the agency of British commission agents.

Sin,— Various proposals are now lLeing put 
forward with a view to attracting visitors to 
Ireland, especially those with the almighty 
dollar to spend. May 1 suggest a means 
whereby Ireland may again become the 
sportsman’s paradise’? Irish hunters and race- 
horses are known the world over ag second to 
none. Irish shooting and fishing are not as 
well known, but could become in a short 
space of time equally famous. During the 
various wars game increased to a very great 
extent. In my own County of Westford 
partridges and pheasants have shown them- 
selves in B yoga where only a very occa- 
sional bird was seen before. To my own 
certain knowledge the great majority of these 
birds have been shot durin this season by 
people without any game licenées, and in 
many cases by those who have never even 
obtained a permit to carry a gun or purchase 


cartridges, It is well known that the non- 


permit holdets of guns obtain their ammuni- 
tion from those who have the necéssary 
permits, the latter in many cases making a 
clear profit of from four to six shillings per 
hundred cartridges.

In the region of foreign affairs, for which 
he has assumed direct responsibility, Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald will. address himself 
promptly to two tasks—the readjustment 
of Anglo-French relations and the revival 
of trade with: Russia. There is little, if 
any, real conflict of opinion between the 
three English parties on these questions. 
Everybody is ready to renew trade with 
Russia. Everybody is dissatisfied with 
the present state of Anglo-French rela- 
tions and with present conditions in 
Germany. .If Mr. Macdonald can devise 
méthods which will restore at the same 
time England's self-respect and her true 
peace with France, and wil] put the 
problem of reparations in a fair way of 
solution, he will be able to rely on the 
almost unanimous support of the Con- 
servative and Liberal Parties. He is a 
sincere idealist, but the question remains 
whether statesmanship will atone for 
lack of experience or whether a too 
generous impetuosity will serve only 
to create new troubles. In the Russian 
matter, for instance, Mr. Macdonald may 
set Europe by the ears if he ignores the 
hard. fact of Russia’s huge debts to Britain 
and to other countries. The statement of 
his attitude to France and Germany, which 
he has made to a French Radical news- 
paper, is excellent in its broad outlines ; 
but the path is crowded with traps and 
pitfalls. Success will be achieved only by 
patient firmness and by the most careful 
diplomacy—gifts that are uncommon in 
young and ardent Governments. 

Mr. Asquith’s ‘‘abhorréd shears’’ and, 
perhaps, his own good sense will impose 
on Mr, Macdonald a policy of compara- 
tive quietism in domestic affairs. Nothing 
has. assuaged the fears of the older 
more than the abandonment 
of the capital levy—at least, pro 
hac wise. According to an American 
journalist of high standing, Mr, Mac- 
donald has renounced a capita] levy 
in the clearest terms; and Mr. Massing- 
ham, one of the ablest champions of 
Socialist policy, has admitted that the

The English Theatre. 


The news that the Birmingham Reper- 
tory Theatre has been closed “for an in- 
definite period” will be received with 
regret by lovers of the drama throughout 
the English-speaking world. For the 
moment. the reasons for this step are un- 
known, pending a promised statement by 
the founder and owner of the theatre, Mr. 
Barry Jackson ; but there seems to be little 
doubt that finance is the ruling factor. 
The whole Birmingham company is going 
to London, where, apparently, Mr. Jack- 
son has acquired a theatre in the West 
End. The retreat of the repertory move- 
ment was sounded long ago, and its sup- 
porters began to take serious alarm when 
Miss Horniman was forced to abandon the 
Gaiety Theatre in Manchester. Bir- 
mingham, - however, stuck bravely to 
its guns, refusing to sacrifice art to 
Mammon. Now, at last, the flag has been 
lowered, and virtually the last of the Eng- 
lish repertory theatres has gone. The 
theatre at Birmingham had a magnificent 
record. It was started by Mr. Jackson, 
for whom it was built, and its first per- 
formance was in February, 1913. The 
theatre sprang from a group of clever 
actors, who were known as the Pilgrim) 
Players, and with whom Mr. John Drink- 
water was connected intimately at that 
time. During the eleven years of its exist- 
ence ‘the Birmingham theatre produced 
plays of every type, from Euripides to 
Synge and from Marlowe to Arthur 
Schnitzler. Mr. Jackson has been extremely 
enterprising, and produced many plays for 
‘the first time with remarkable success. 
Birmingham, however, is a city that seems 
to prefer revue to drama; and, indeed, 
most other cities in our islands share its 
preference. Dublin alone seems to recog- 
nise that a repertory theatre is worthy of 
support, and the Abbey constitutes a 
standing refutation of the reproach that 
the Irish capital has no love for the arts. 
There was a time when England would 
have scorned the vulgar fatrlities of the 
American stage which fill her theatres to- 
day. There was a time when. English 
drama was a living thing which influenced 
the literature of the world and focussed 
the eyes of civilisation on the little island 
which produced it. Now, alas, the Eng- 
lish theatre is a soulless thing, dulled by 
exotic importations and the excesses of 
negroid buffoons. The great Elizabethans 
have been exiled. Shakespeare himself is 
more.at home in Prague or Berlin than 
in London, and even the robust comedies 
of the Orange dramatists are regarded now 
as vieur jeux. The revival of the 
“ Beggars’ Opera’’ seems to have been 
merely a flash in the pan. The ' theatre ” 
in England is a business, like a factory 
or a butchers shop, and consequently it 
must pander to the tastes of its customers, 


American Immigration. 


The United States Congress is contem- 
plating changes in the immigration law 
which, if they are adopted, will take effect 
on June 30th of the present year. Three 
main objects are desired—to reduce the 
total number of immigrants; to increase 
the proportion from Western and Northern 
Europe at the expense of Southern and 
Eastern nations, and to remove the harass- 
ing inconveniences to which many immi- 
grants have been subjected at Ellis Island. 
The. present law admits annually. from any 
country three per cent. of the number of 
its people who are already in the United 
States; and the calculation is based on the 
census of 1910. The proposed changes will 
reduce the “ quota’’ to two per cent., based 
on the census of 1890. As a result the 
total “quota ” will be decreased by nearly 
one half—from 357,803 to 168,857 persons 
The substitution of the 1890 census for 
that of 1910 is designed to reduce the 
number of immigrants’ from certain 
countries, whose people have entered in 
great numbers during the last-thirty years, 
The curtailmtnt of immigrants from the 
British “quota ’’—which still includes 
Treland—will be only from 77,342 to 
62,458, and Germany and other Northern 
nations will suffer in the same small pro- 
portion. The number of Russians and 
Poles, however, will be reduced drastically 
from 21,613 to 1,992 and from 21,076 to 
5,156 respectively. The sudden change 
will be mitigated by a provision which 


| forwards. more than held their own in the 
scrummage and the “line out, ” and sent 
the ball back at least as frequently as 
their adversaries..

If it were possible to foretell from the 
amount of enthusiasm on a first night whether 
the success of a play is assured or not, there 
would be little doubt as to the fate of “The 
Three Graces,’ Franz Lehar’s new music play 
at the Empire Theatre.

The book is as commonplace and as banal 
as those of the majority of musical comedies.

There is no humour, alhough Mr. Morris 
Harvey tries his best to be witty. Mr.

The music, while being distinctly reminis- 
cent, is pleasant and tuneful, and there is a 
delightful waltz tune—‘‘ Dared I Try ’’—run- 
ning through the piece, which will be sung 
all over London before many weeks have 
past. Another melodious vocal fox trot, 
“ Gigolette,”’ is also likely to take the popu- 
lar fancy. 

Mr. Thorpe Bates and Miss Winifred 
Barnes, as the Duke and Duchess, sing well, 
and they made -the most of Lehar’s music.

The piece was beautifully dressed and the 
ecenery magnificent. When a little -real 
humour has been introduced and the first act 
considerably shortened ‘‘The Three Graces ” 
will, undoubtedly, take its place amongst the 
musical comedy successes of London.

MR. J. H. HARGRAVE, B.E., 
M.I.C.E. 


The death on the 25th inst., at his residence, 
4 Haddington terrace, Kingstown, of Mr. 
Joshua Harrison Hargrave, one of the leadin 
railway engineers in Ireland, was orate 
last Saturday. For overa year the state of his 
health was a cause of anxiety to his family 
and many friends. The eldest son of the late 
Mr. Abraham Addison Hargrave, of Cork, he 
was a graduate in Arts and Engineering 
Science of the Royai University of Ireland, 
and a contemporary of his in college was Mr. 
J. R. Kerr, formerly engineer of, and now 
bo manager. of, the Cork, Bandon and 
outh Coast Railway. Having taken his 
degree, Mr. Hargrave spent a couple of years 
gaining practical experience with the Great 
Western Railway of England at Paddington, 
and from it joined the engineering staff of the 
Great Northern Railway of Irela®d about 
thirty-five years ago, remaining in this com- 
pany s service as assistant engineer up to the 
time of his death. His chief work was in 
bridge construction over the wide system of 
the Great Northern Railway of Ireland, and 
he had also much to do with the Ardee branch 
extension and the extension to Castlewellan, 
Co. Down, and the laying out of the Howth 
Electric Tramway. <A past president of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers of Ireland and a 
member of the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
his professional standing was of the highest. 

The Lifeboat Institution loses in him an 
officer who will be difficult fo” replace in 
Dublin. He was the honorary secretary of 
the local branch, and he was untiring in his 
care of motor lifeboat, gear—every detail, 
in fact, of the Kingstown station, It was 
his connection with yachting in Dublin Bay 
which probably gave him the zest that he had 
for this work.

It was stated that the mediators are 
trying to secure a relaxation of the Wages 
Board findings which will give a guarantee 
to the striking union that cases of hard- 
ship which might arise on the new pay 
rates would be alleviated. 

The Executive of the Locomotive Men’s 
Union sat until eleven o'clock last night, 
and they meet again this morning to await 


the result. of further negotiations with the 


managers. 

It is stated that the Minister of Labour, 
Mr. Thomas Shaw, is likely to be in 
possession to-day of information which 
may enable him to approach or communi- 
cate with the railway managers and the 
Locomotive Union. 

Two-thirds of the normal train services 
of the companies are working, according 
to Mr. Marchbanks, the N.U.R. President. 


‘GOOD NEWS.” 


MR. BROMLEY TELLS STRIKERS 
TO STAND FIRM. 


A mass meeting of strikers was held last, 
night at Willesden Hippodrome. Mr. John 
Bromley, Secretary of the Associated Society 
of Locomotive Engincets and Firemen, who 
arrived three and a half hours after the meet- 
ing began, said :'— : 

“I am sorry I have come late, but I am 
the bringer of good news. Negotiations are 
proceeding which I feel confident will result 
in many of the things you have taken such 


strong exception to being no longer existent 
in a very short time from now. 

“I know that the week-end is a bad time 
for you, but I want to ask you one thing— 
stand firm now, There must not be the 
slightest weakening to-night. If there ig qne 
man in this district at work you must bring 
him out early to-morrow, Now, and for the 
next few hours to-morrow, every man counts 
AS Mair power, to make your battle 
more successful. —.' 

“Those of you who know me know I have 
never deceived you or let you down. I would 
not give you hopeful words to-night unless 1 
was sure of my ground. If I had to tell you 
that it was black and hopeless I would have 
told you. It is your fight, and you are the 
people that should know every iota of it, 1 
cannot say more at this moment. 

"There is a great battle going on now, and 
you are holding the ring and you have held it 
splendidly. here is no provder man in 
Great Britain to-night than mysellf.’’ 

Mr. Bromley paid a tribute to the N.U.RK. 
men who had come out in sympathy with the 
strikers, and said these would have to be sup- 
ported after the struggle, whether they re- 
mained with the Associated men or not, and 
their names would be placed in every branch 
office of the Association. 

Proceeding, be said—** The feeling that vou 
are going back to the old days has bcen re- 
moved by this action. When we started this 
fight we had more things to clear away than 


the obstinacy of managers, but when we | 


finish we shall not only have cleared that, but 
will have cleared the dust that remained. 
Our whole desire is to bring this fight to a 
close with honour and success, and I hope 
hefore long | shall be able to bring you 
better news than J have brought to-night.”’

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald has given to M. 
Henry Dumay, of the Quotidien, an inter- 
view, which oceupied five columns of that 
paper, to-day. It is important as being the 
fullest statement yet published here of the 
Kurepean policy of the Socialist Government 
and its attitude to the French people, to whom 
the Prime Minister himself appeals to give 
their support ot the ideals which inspire it. 
‘* Suppose,”’ asked M.. Dumay, “ France re- 
duces her claim on Germany to a figure which 
you think reasonable, would your Govern- 
ment abandon its claims on France, and, to 
facilitate matters, those on Germany, or would 
it insist on being paid the amount of your 
debt to the United States?” 

The Prime Minister said that he preferred 
not to say; wishing to have his hands free for 
the present, and the talk then turned to the 
League of Nations. The admission of Ger- 
many, said Mr. Macdonald, would be the best 
possible guarantee that. France could have for 
the safety of her eastern frontier. 

POLICY OF GOOD SENSE. 

“We must inaugurate at once,” he said, “a 
new international policy of . good faith and 
good sense, which will make possible general 
disarmament. If we all had the courage to 
disarm resolutely, we should establish solidly, 
for the first time in history, safety for every- 
one and peace for all.”’ The new Government 
would do-all in its power to develop and 
strengthen the League, and would ask for the 
admission of Germany and Russia. 

Both on the subject of reparations and the 
means of assuring security to France, Mr. 
Macdonald had his own clear opinions, but it 
was too early to speak of them before he 
had. consulted his colleagues. “I do not hesi- 
tate to give it as my profound conviction that 
the most formidable armaments will not 
suffice to guarantee the safety of French ter- 
vitory. I wish France might cease to put 
her ‘trust solely in military power and under- 
stand how much greater protection she would 
find in the League.”’ 

Mr. Macdonald. as is known. believes that 
reparations and the French debt to Britain 
should be treated as part of one question. 
He said so again now, and added :—*‘‘ We go 
further; we consider the question of the 
French debt cannot even be approached 
without the whole European situation coming 
up for discussion at the same time. I will 
not allow the two things to be separated.”’ 

NEWSPAPER TRUSTS. 

To a final question on the influence of the 
newspaper trusts on the future of democracies 
and the peace of the world, Mr. Macdonald’s 
reniy, as given by M. Dumay, is notable — 
“The Labour Party has been able to form 
no practical plan. It is a difficult problem. 
It is evident that measures will have to be 
taken to prevent public opinion from being 
influenced, vitiated and poisoned, at the will 
of a few men. It is evident also that it will 
shortly have to be made impossible for news 
agencies to falsify facts in order to create 
artificial movements of opinion. To preserve 
the Press and the agencies from corruption 
and to deliver them from the power of foreign 
oligarchies is an urgent task, and one that we 
shall not fail to study.”

' MOSCOW, Sunday. 

Lenin was buried to-day. As the Kremlin 
bells tolled four in the afternoon. and the 
guns re-echoed - throughout Moscow—and 
doubtless throughout all Russia—the coffin 
was lowered into the vault in the Red Square, 
barely a dozen yards from the Kremlin wall. 
The Soviet Government’s present intention is 
for the coffin and—if it is decided to embalm 
the body—the head of the dead leader to be 
visible tor all time through the Vault’s glass 
covering. 

Dynamite had to be used to break up the 
earth for the grave, and the cold to-day in 
Moscow was of remarkable intensity, At 
eight o’clock in the morning the thermonieter 
registered 31 degrees below zero, and later 
in the day the temperature became almost 
insupportable. Cameras occasionally fell from 
the frost-bitten hands of Press photographers, 
the breath of orators who delivered purposely 
curtailed funeral panygerics seemed to freeze 
as they opened their mouths, and scores of 
men and women were carried, half uncon- 
scious with cold, to revive at mammoth fires 
lighted in ‘all the open spaces and streets 
of the city and hourly replenished by the 
trunks of beech and fir trees. 

It is estimated that close on a million 
people filed past the. body while it was 
exposed to public ‘view during the last ‘few 
days, and a rough guess suggests that between 
fifty and seventy thousand people passed the 
catafalque erected in the open air on the 
edge of the vault between nine o'clock in 
the forenoon and four o'clock this after- 
noon.. Ears uncovered even for a second 
implied ears frost-bitten, so that heads were 
not bared when deputations, walking twenty 
deep, drew up alongside the coffin. A salute 
was given instead. 

The postponement of the interment from 
yesterday until to-day was due partly to a 
wirelessed request from’ French Communists 
anxious. to send a delegation, and partly to 
the insistent, almost menacing, clamour: of 
peasants en route for Moscow and determined 
to get a last glimpse of ‘‘Father Llitch” 
before he was lowered into the grave. 

Hero-worship, indeed, reached such emo- 
tional lengths that the workers of ,Pétrograd 
petitioned for the body to be sent to Petro- 
grad, while delegations: of peasants urged 
that, as with medieval saints, the body 
should be mummified, not buried. 


“ NECESSARILY FATAL,” 


LENIN’S SPECIALIST ON HIS 
ILLNESS, 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BERLIN, Sunday. 
Lenin’s death resulted from arterio sclerosis, 
according to. Dr. Geerge Klemperer, the Ger- 
man specialist, who was first called to Lenin's 

bedside in February, 1922. 

Professor Klemperer visited Lenin twice 
and conducted an extensive examination on 
each occasion. He declared that from the 
moment Lenin was.stricken first, two years 
avo, it was impossible to save him, For the 
first few months of his illness he lived in the 
Kremlin, but when, in June, the Professor 
was again summoned to his bedside he advised 
the Bolshevik chief to leave Moscow. Gorki, 
a village near Moscow, was chosen ag suitable 
for the invalid, and there he took a small 
apartment in the servants’ building attached 
to the Palace of Voronsoff, a former Mayor of 
Moscow. | 

“ But for his life of hardship and. his 
strenuous labours during the four or five 
years preceding his illness, Lenin might have 

een saved,” declared the Professor. ‘* But 
his intensely active brain was incapable of 
complete rest, and this made his illness neces- 
sariiy fatal.” 

Lenin impressed the physician as a man 
without tyrannical or dictatorial inclinations, 
strong-willed, but soft-hearted. His family 
life with: his wife and his sister was charm- 
ing, and within .the magnificent Kremlin he 
lived in a simple room,. furnished only with 
a bed, a chair, and a desk. He was the first 
to see that terrorism was no method of Go- 
vernment, and did everything in his power to 
check and prohibit it.

Within the last few days two im, .ctant 
European treaties have been signed—one be- 
tween France and Czecho-Slovakia, the other 
between Italy and Yugo-Slavia, France and 
Czecho-Slovakia have ¢losely collaborated 
ever since the birth of the: new order in 
Europe, and this treaty sets the seal of 
alliance upon their collaboration, Italy and 
Yugo-Slavia,. on the other hand, have been 
rivals, and the treaty signed in Rome yester- 
day is in the nature of a settlement of 
diffegences. It is, therefore, the more welcome 
of the two, and Signor Mussolini and M. 
Pashitch are much to be congratulated upon 
ifs conclusion. So long as the problem of 
Fiume was unsettled a point of explosion re- 
mained exposed to the tinder of national 
passions. It is possible to hope now for a 
respite from racial rivalries in the Adriatic, 
although it is to be feared that it may be a 
respite probably, rather than a complete relief 
from the trouble ; for the settlement is not ideal. 
No settlement can be that leaves a big town 
in the hands of one State and its contiguous 
suburb in the hands of another, especially 
when the town itself is the natural seaport 
for the country that is not to own it. But 
the Adriatic Pact is none the Jess welcome 
as an element of stability im an incoherent 
Europe. 

The Czecho-Slovak Treaty with France 
seems to clash with the spirit of the League 
Covenant, even though it keeps within the 
scope of its ordinances. There is no de- 
liberate infringement of any of its articles; 
most of its terms, as already mentioned, 
reinforce treaties that already form part of 
the policy of Europe. But for that very. 
reason they should be unnecessary. the 
League of Nations, according to the pro- 
claimed faith, at, any rate,. of all ie 
parties of State in Kmgland, should be the 
guardian of European peace and the medium 
of British policy. The new Treaty 
seems ‘to denote a crumbling of con- 
fidence in the League. One . small 
State at least seems to prefer 
to look íor support to the armed might of 
France rather than to the moral authority. 
of the League. The decision of Csecho- 
Slovakia to turn to France may cause wegrets, 
but hardly surprise. Dr. Benes has laboured 
more than anyone in Europe for stability 
and for the security of his own country. If 
he has sought it in an alliance with the 
strongest Power on the Continent, rather 
than m reliance on an association of States, 
it is because no nation has yet been found 
to give that association unquestioning and 
unlimited support.

SUGGESTED BRITISH LOAN, 

Herr Schacht, the President of the Reichs- 
bank, yesterday made a report to the Cabinet 
on his visit to Paris and the evidence he had 
put before the Comniittee of Experts, states 
L’he T’imes Berlin Correspondent mm a message 
yesterday. Subsequently a disc. ssion took 
place on the entire political situation, includ- 
ing the position in the Ruhr. The Prussian 
Premier attended the debate on the iatter 
question. The Rhine and Ruhr Commission 
also met. Herr Bergmann had returned to 
Berlin from Paris in view of the forthcoming 
visit, of the Committee of Experts. The Com- 
mittee is sisi to arrive on Tuesday. It 
would probably spend some time—a fortnight 
is mentioned—pursuing its inquiries on the 
spot, and may leave representatives behind 
after its preliminary inquiries have been made. 

The oy om of Herr Schacht is understood 
to have been concerned principally with the 
question of the propesed new bank of issue 
which is to succeed Rentenbank. Among the 
many schemes discussed here, adds the Cor- 
respondent; is one for a British loan to Ger- 
many sufficient to pay France right out, ihe 
security being the German railways. It does 
not appear to have got beyond the stage of 
private discussion, and such details as are 
mentioned do not commend it as a business pro- 
position. But the question of the German 
railways as a form of security will sooner or 
later come up for appraisement, and pro- 
bably even before the Committee of Experts 
during its visit to Berlin.

BONUS FOR WORKERS. 

While refusing the mine-workers’ request for 
a cost-of-living allowance, the Gold Producers’ 
Committee of the Chamber of Mines has 
decided to grant a bonus to the employés of 
the mining industry (states The Times 
Johannesburg Correspondent), The bonus, 
which will come into force immediately, is 
dependent on the gold premium and subject 
to. the native labour position being satis- 
factory. For every 6d. of the net price 
exceeding 90s. per fine ounce a bonus of 1 per 
cent. on wages, limited to a maximum of 15 
per cent., will be paid. No bonus will be 
ayable when the net price falls below 90s. 6d. 
No bonus will be paid on earnings exceeding 
£40-a month, but employés earning more 
than £40 will receive the bonus on the first 
£40. The bonus is not large, but is welcomed 
by the mine-workers and algo by the com- 
mercial community.

WAS one of the many who backed the 
| French team on Saturday; therefore, my 
joy at Ireland’s victory was tempered 
by a certain sense of pecuniary loss. Bat it 
was worth it, and if the match were to be 
th, yp again to-morrow, I believe I should | 
yack the Frenchmen a second time. By all 
the recognised rules of form they should have 
won. The fact that they lost was due less 
to their own bad play than to the astonishin 
display of the Irish forwards, in whom Ted. 
ford and the Ryans lived again. Such for- 
ward play has not been seen at Lansdowne 
road for many a long day. Even in Lloyd's 
veir, when we had Killeen, Dowse, Paddy 
Stokes and the Smyths from Belfast, I doubt 
if there were such glorious moments as on 
Saturday, when eight young Irishmen broke 
the Gallic ranks as their forbears broke the 
English at Fontenoy. 


A HARD GAME. 


It was not particularly good football. In- 
deed, I often have seen a more attractive 
game from the spectator’s point of view in 
a schoolboy cup-tie. But it was great foot- 
ball—great in the sense that every man put 
every ounce of weight, every atom of energy 
into his play. French and Irish alike never 
spared themselves. From start to finish it 
was a tussle ó outrance, and if both sides at 
times were over keen—the French, perhaps, 
were the worse offenders—well, it isall in the 
day’s work, and internationa! football never 
was a gentle pastime. 

The game started with a touch of absurdity. 
M. Crabos led the beautifully garbed French- 
men on the field to the strains of the 
Marseillaise, the first note of which stiffened 
every one of them to attention almost on the 
spot where the “Pals’’ Battalion of the 
Dublins, almost ten years ago, had their first 
arade. Virtually the whole crowd of nearly 
50,000 people rose to its feet during the 
French Anthem, and just as it was settling 
down again, W. E. Crawford arrived on the 
field with the Irish fifteen. The band im- 
mediately struck up “St. Patrick’s Day,” 
and the Irishmen, whether for the purposes 
of the Press photographers or not, I 
cannot say, all stood stock still. 
The French, with the courteous instinct of 
their race—toujours la _ politesse—evidently ' 
under the impression that the band was play- 
ing the Irish national anthem, sprang to at- 
tention once more. . The whole effect was 
very comic, but it put everybody—except some 
alleged sportsman who was near me in the | 
crowd—into an excellent temper, and we all 
made ourselves comfortable to enjoy the game. 


DEADLY TACKLING. 


For the first ten minutes I would have 
laid ten to one on France. From the very 
outset it was obvious that their forwards were 
extremely fast and clever, and that at least 
two of their three-quarters could . a most of 
our men five yards in the hundred. But the 
two Stephenson boys had to be reckoned with, 
and their remarkably good play, coupled with 
the veteran skill of the Irish captain in the 
last line of defence, was proof against all | 
the subtleness and é/an of the Latins. Time 
and time again either Crabos or the funny 
little centre with the funnier name—some- 
thing like Bohataguy, or a word to that 
effect—got the ball from one of the halves, 
and time and time again they were ‘‘bottled’’ 
up by one of the Stephensons. 

For the first quarter of an hour Dupont 
got the ball from eight out of every ten 
scrimmages, and flashed it away like light- 
ning to bis partner, who rarely failed to 
transfer it to his three-quarter line. But the 
Irish tackling was deadly. Forwards and 
backs alike, from the enormous “' Ned " 
Crichton to Crawford himself, went for their 
men every time, and always brought them | 
down, 

One could notice thé confidence of the 
Frenchmen beginning to wilt under the 
furious onslaughts of those wonderful for- 
wards, and although their kicking against a 
strong wind was marvellously accurate—far 
more accurate than that of their opponents 
with the wind—they could not score. Once | 
or twice there were anxious moments near the 
Irish line, but there always was a Crawford | 
or a Clinch to turn defence into attack, and | 
the French backs never seemed to be able to 
finish their movements. 


THE FIRST SCORE. 


The first Irish score must have gladdened 
the heart of Mr. Harry Thrift, tt A á: Aá who 
was acting as touch judge, and whose face 
was alight with a broad grin as Stephenson 
--the sailorman—ran for that line as 1 
the spirit of Basil Maclear had entered his 
soul. From beyond half-way he was off like , 
an arrow from a bow, followed by his oppor- 
tunist brother, who had set him going. Right 
down to the French full he dashed, swerving 
beautifully before passing inwards to his 
brother. It was a grand try, all the grander 
as the wing man preferred to give his yrother 
the try, which was certain, than to take the 
slight risk which would have been entailed 
by going the whole way himself and scoring a 
try which would have ranked with Maclear’s 
in Rugby history. 

I felt sorry for the poor Frenchmen at this 
stage. I also felt sorry for myself when I 
thought of my reckless bets. The goal kick 
was a fiasco, but ‘one felt that the French 
would need to make a desperate effort in 
order to pull the game out of the fire. They 
were being bustled off their feet, and at least 
one of the forwards did not seem to enjoy the 
experience at all. Until the end of the half 
they did everything but score. 

One of their centres could have given his 
wing man a “sitting ” try, but he was too 
selfish, and I, think it was one of the Collopys 
who grassed him effectively. The forward 
play was immense. The whole sixteen men 
worked like demons, and none of them seemed 
to get tired. Half-time was a welcome inter- 
lude, and one of the men to whom [ now owe 
money as a result of the game assured me, 
with a sort of cynical unctuousness, that the 
French would be bound to do better: with the 
wind behind them. 

Not at all.. Immediately after the resump- 
tion the Irish forwards were off like a pack 
of gigantic terriers worrying the ball as if 
it were a rat, and sweeping large Frenchmen 
out of their Way like ninepins. There. were

In Novembe) 
of that vear he became Prince Regent owing 
to the illness of the Emperor Yoshito. 
Nagako is descended on the 
paternal side from a former Emperor of Japan 
and on the matérnal side from the Shamazu 
family, head of the old feudal clan of Satsuma 
She has studied French and foreign politics 
and economics. She is fond of poetry, music, 
and painting and has also learned to use a 
tvpewriter. She is a little above the average 
height of Japanese women and is fond of out- 
door life. i 

The engagement was first annoúnced in- 
formally in 1918, two months before the 
Crown Prince reached his seventeenth birth- 
day, and when the Princess was only fifteen. 

The Princess’s trousseau includes both 
foreign dresses and kimonos and a crown and 
necklaces, the value of which is estimated at 
one million yen. Her ceremonig! robes were 
made in Kioto at a cost of 20.000 yen. Her 
Suni hitoe, which is a kimono of twelve 
thicknesses, or twelve kimonos worn one over 
the other, also cost 20,000 yen. | 

The marriage date has been changed’ several 
times. The wedding was scheduled to take 
place in the latter part of 1923, but at the 
time of the earthquake and fire it was post- 
poned indefinitely. Later the date was fixed 
for February 6, and early this month it was 
fixed officially for January 26. 

It is, perhaps, impossible to write on the 
subject of this marriagé without alluding to a 
trouble that caused bitter controversy in Im- 

erial circles, and for a time threatened to 
brink about a political erisis. : i 

On the formal announcement of the marriage 
it was remarked in certain quarters that the 
engagement was an unusual one, because, it 
was alleged, the Princess was not a mémber 
of one of the noble families of Japan, from 
which the Prime Ministers of ancient Japan 
were chosen, atid from which thé contorts of 
Emperors have customarily been selected.

TWO PERSONS SHOT. 


PARIS; Saturday. 

An attempt on an important jeweller’s 

stablishment. in the Place Vendome, right in 
the heart of Paris, took place this afternoon. | 
The establishment consists of several rooms on 
the ground floor, and the different cases con- 
tained jewels to the total value of over two 
million francs. 

After the manager had left only a sales- 
man and an office boy remained on the pre- 
mises.

OPTIMISM OF ‘ COMRADE ” 
WHEATLEY. 


“Tf there is one man in the Government 
who has won his spurs that man is Comrade

ó Mr. Wheatley said that they had heard a 
great deal as to whether Labour was fit to 
govern, but if the other classes had been fit 
to govern there would have been no housing 
problem to-day.

“ Previous Governments failed because the 
principles they applied to the problem were 
not suitable. If I am to solve it then, neces- 
sarily, I must adopt methods that had not 
been used before.” 

To him there seemed no insurmountable 
difficulties. It was not beyond the wit of 
modern politicians to find a method by which 
the credit of the country should be used in 
bringing idle men into touch with the build- 
ing materials that. would enable them to lay 
down within a few years the standard of 
housing conditions that was essential to a 
healthier life.

SKULLS FOUND IN CONCRETE 


BLOCK, 


AURORA, ILLINOIS, January 2. 

The police claim to have verified the con- 
fession of Warren J. Lincoln, an eccentric 
lawyer, that he killed his wife, Linah, and 
her brother, Byron Shoup, and afterwards 
burned their bodies in a furnace in his house 
about a year ago.

STATEMENT, 


GUILTY TO BE PUNISHED

WASHINGTON, Sunday. 


President Coolidge has now come out in the’ 


open ‘and taken a hand in the Teapot Dome 
Oil affair. The President officially de- 
clared, in a statement issued at midnight, 
that he is taking action to punish the guilty 
in the scandal which has arisen out of the 
charges made by Senator T. H. Cardway, that 
ex-Secretary Fall accepted bribes: from the 
Sinclair Oil Company tor granting Govera- 
mént oil leases in Wyoming. 

President Coolidge’s statement. runs :— ' lt 
is not the President of the United States who 
will determine the criminal guilt and render 
lp ie ge That is the function of the courts. 

shall do neither. But when the facts re- 
vealed to me require action to ensure the 
enforcement of either civil or criminal 
liability such action will be taken That is 
the province of the Executive. 

“ Under my instructions the Department of 
Justice has been observing the course of 
evidence as revealed at the Senator's Com- 
mittee investigating the naval oil leases, 
which, I believe, warrants action to protect 
the rights of the public. I fee] the public is 
entitled to know that no one will be shielded 
for any party, political, or other reason. 

“ As I understand that men of both parties 
are involved, I propose to employ special 
counsel of high rank, drawn from both 
parties, to bring actions for endorsements of 
the law. Counsel will be advised to prosecute 
these cases in the courts, so that if there is 
any guilt it shall be punished. If there is 
any civil liability it will be enforced. If there 
is any fraud it will be revealed. If there 
have been any illegal contracts they will be 
cancelled. Every law will be enforced, and 
every right of the people and the Govern- 
ment will be protected.’ 

Colonel J. W. Zeverly’s testimony—the 
Colonel is Mr. Harry L. Sinclair’s personal 
attorney—disclosing Mr. Sinclair’s 25,000 
dollar “ loan ” to ex-Secretary Fall, and an 
advance of 10,000 dollars expenses for 
Fall had retired from the Cabinet, 
will be called on to explain on Monday.

At the annual general meeting of the 
sounty Antrim Agricultural Association in 
Ballymena on Saturday, Lieutenant-Colonel 
John Patrick, D.L., presiding, the report of 
the Executive Committee showed that on the 
year's working there®was a net. loss of £144 
bs. ód. As the grounds were now in a 
thoroughly sound condition, it was hoped that 
the coming year’s accounts would show a 
reasouable profit. 

he Chairman, in moving the =. of 
the report, said that they might take it as 
fairly satisfactory. They had an excellent 
Show last year, and the quality of the ex- 
hibits was certainly equal to that of exhibits 
at previous Shows. The Executive Committee 
would have liked to report a gain, but they 
hoped to do so this year. Last year was most 
disastrous for the farming community. Rates 
were high and prices were bad, and the 
weather was appalling. 

The disastrous outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Great Britain meant a loss of 
hundveds of thousands of pounds, and most 
valuable cattle had to be killed, Cattle 

vners suffered a loss in trade from which it 

wild take years to recover. 

So far as Ireland was concerned, since 1914 

th the exception of one small outbreak of 

ind-mouth disease in 1921 in the South, 

ere had been none in the whole country, 

aid in the North there had been no trace of 
foot-and-mouth disease since 1912. 

‘he report, the Chairman said, showed a 
Bla! loss of about £140, but of that the sum 
of £80 was written off for depreciation. In 
the previous year they made £60 for passes 
out from the Show, and last year they re- 
verted to the stamping method, which meant 
that the Association had lost that £60; also 
they bad given £80 more in prize money.

McNulty alleges that he was knocked about 
by the raiders when he attempted to inter- 
fere with them, and was then taken awav in 
the car, which was stopped ned?

FIVE YEARS’ PENAL 
SERVITUDE. 

Denis Sullivan, who had been found cuilt 
of being in possession of a lethal weapon and 
of entering the house of a farmer named John 
Macken on the night of Wth September, 1923, 
was put forward for sentence at the Athy 
Quarter Sessions. i 

Mr. W, J. Skinner, who defended, reminded 
His Honour of the recommendation to leniency 
by the jury, and asked that Sullivan should 
be allowed out on substantial bail. 

His Honour said that men like the prisoner 
were really a plague and a pest to the peace- 
ful farmers of Tipperary. This sort of thing 
had been going on around the country, and 
the Government were determined to put it 
down. Sullivan went to Macken’s house in 
the night time with the declared intention 
there and then of murdering Mr. Macken. 
The Public Safety Act was passed by the 
Dail to deal with cases like this. and it pro- 
vided very severe punishment for men like 
Sullivan. He felt it his duty to sentence him 
to four years’ penal servitude, and to pay a

MARRIED AT NIGHT. 
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STRANGE CO, MONAGHAN CASE, 

At the Monaghan Quarter Sessions, before 

| Judge Johnston, a case was heard in which 

an action was brought against a man named 

Patrick Lennon, of the Tyholland district, 

i County Monaghan, for the maintenance of his 
wife and child. 

Mr. J. J. Keenan, solicitor for the plaintiff, 
produced the marriage certificate. 
| Mr. Lardner, solicitor for the defence, said 
that his client admitted nothing. 

Mrs. Mary McKeever, mother of Mrs. 
Lennon, the defendant’s wife, said that she 
was present at the marriage of the defendant 
to her daughter at Tyholland Catholic Church 
between 9 and 10 o’clock4on the night of the 
Sth August, 1921, The ceremony was per 
formed by Father McQuaid, P.P. The de- 
fendant had not lived with his wife. A child 
was born on the 4th October, 1921, and de 
fendant paid the bills of the nurse and 
doctor. 

Mr. Lardner—They were paid under duress, 

Mr. Keenan produced a letter from the de- 
fendant, in which Lennon pointed out that 
the case was being dealt with by the 
ecclesiastical authorities, and if the Catholic 
Chureh was unable to protect him he would, 
of course, have to take action under the law 
of the land. 

Mrs. McKeever, in further evidence. stated 
that her daughter had been paid £10 on a 
decree against Lennon in the old Dail Courts 
Before the marriage Lennon had offered her 
£150 to settle the case. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Lardner, the” 
witness said that she did not know that her 
son had ever approached the Volunteers in 
Tyholland for assistance in this matter, and 
there were no threats, so far as 
towards Lennon, and no forced 
marry her daughter. 

Mrs. Sarah Lennon, wife of the defendant, 
gave evidence of her association with the di 
fandant, Lennon, at a Fein dance, and 
|, swore that he was the father of her child. 
She gave evidence of her marriage on the 
Sth August, 1921, at Tyholland Church. 

In cross-examination she said that she was 
keeping company with the defendant for two 
years before they were married. Her husband 
was not made to marry her. They were 
married at night in the church. She knew 
that Lennon was in a better position in híe 
than she was. 

Patrick Monaghan, a half brother of Mrs. 
Lennon, gave evidence of an agreement being 
reached before the marriage that Lennon was 
to pay £150. Father McQuaid, Patrick 
Lennon, and himself were present. Lennon 
came with £150, but his mother refused to 
accept it. 

His Honor adjourned the hearing of the 
case to Castleblayney, in order that he might 
hear the evidence of the parish priest.
